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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the proposed claim language would require a new rejection addressing the heat sink holes in the heat sink, 
these holes being interpreted by the examiner as passages 125 in the instant invention. However, with respect to the prior art of record 
the examiner respectively disagrees with the applicant's remarks. For instance Stehle does in fact teach heat sink holes located in each 
braking surface (see holes 14 in figure 9) and heat sink holes in the heat sink (such as passage 17 in figure 9), this is consistent with 
what is defined as the heat sink in the instant invention (i.e. passages 125). Furthermore, the holes in the braking surfaces have a 
curved shape. The argument regarding the arbitrary combination of references is found to be without merit. As is clearly evident in the 
cited prior art ventilated brake discs are known in the art, as is using a curved pattern for the heat sink holes on each brake surface. The 
combination of references is deemed proper since each reference is considered pertinent to the claimed subject matter. The combination 
of which would increase the overall flow of air through the brake disc, and as such improve the cooling capacity for the brake disc' Thus 
it appears that the applicant is merely attempting to patent what is already known in the art by repackaging a combination of commonly 
known concepts into one device. 
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
